THEY NEVEH WKKT TO COLLEGE. 


Do not misunderstand me. 
1 have no 


thought of underestimating the great advan- 
tages of a college education, for no college 
man is likely ever to do that; but I do warn 
you against the stumbling block of over- 
estimating its Importance, and of supposing 
as too many students did in my day, that a 
college diploma is of itself a species of title 
of nobility, the open sesame to fame and for- 
tune, and that its holder, being too well edu- 
cated to work, must necessarily adopt sorao 
profession.

Ten of the twenty-throe 
presidents of the Dnited States— Washing- 
ton, Monroe, Jackson, Van Buren, Taylor, 
Fillmore, Lincoln, Johnson, Grant and Clev* 
land, two of the chief justices of the supreme 
court of tho United States—the great John 
Marshall and John Rutledgo- ton of tho fif- 
teen chief justices of the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania, Benjamin franklin, Patrick 
Henry, Henry Clay, V/ashington Irving, 
John Greenleaf Whittior, Horace Greeley, 
Thurlow Weed, James Gordon Bennett, John 
Sherman, Allen G. Thurman, and hundreds 
of others whom I might mention, whoso 
names are part of the history of this country, 
had none of the opportunities which you are 
enjoying. 
And probably not one hi ten of 


the self made millionaires of this country 
the bank presidents, the merchant princes,' 
the railroad kings, tho great financiers, or 
tho responsible editors of our great newspa- 
per, were ever inside of tho doors of a col- 
lege.

A Ucal Ship Railway. 


It was left for Canada, without mak- 


ing any fuss about it, to enter upon on* 
of the most stupendous engineering pro- 
jects of onr century. This is tho con- 
struction of a ship railway, such as the 
late dipt. Cads tried for years to con- 
vince the American people was feasible. 


Canada's ship railway is to bo built 


across Chignccto Neck, which separates 
the head of tho Bay of Fundy from tho 
waters nf tho Gulf of St. Lawrence 
Chignecto is tho narrow isthmus which 
connects Nova Scotia with tho main- 
land 
At present vessels coming down 


the St. Lawrence and bound for St. John, 
N. B..or for tho United States ports, 
must sail around the stormy coast of 
Nova Stotia. It is a distance of 700 
miles. 


Chigni rto isthmus is seventeen miles 


across. 
Years ago Mr. Ilenry Ketchum 


projected in his mind this railway. IIo 
never lo.^l sight of it, but clung to it and 
advocate 11 it on all occasions. At last he 
has had tho happiness of seeing it at 
least begun. The contracts for tho work 
have been let, and cutting commenced 
in various sections. 


The work is estimated to cost five and 


a half million dollars. Tho Dominion 
govcrnni'-nt has so much faith in the 
fnterpri.v that it has granted to tho com- 
pany an annual subsidy of §170,002 for 
twenty 
v ears. 
If tho earnings of the 


road exceed 7 percent., then half the 
overplus id to be paid back to tho govern- 
ment until the sum advanced by it has 
been replaced. 


The work will be completed in 1893. 


The rail" ay will lessen by 500 miles the 
distance between the St. Lawrence ports 
and the cities of New York, Boston and 
Portland 
Its effect on commerce will 


bo imm« .isurably great. By being car- 
fied across Chignccto Marine railway, 
American fishing vessels can make two 
trips a season, instead of one. Grain 
Vessels fi-om tho lake ports will reach 
New England direct. It means che;:p 
bread and cheap fish. 


1 Ships \\ ill be lifted upon an iron cradle 
which rc.-.ts securely upon wheels. They

Iron In Alabama. 


A great Scotch ironmaster onco said 


tliat Americans made groat mUUi kes in lo- 
cating their iron working establishments 
away from coal mines and often from 
iron mines, too.

ucts needlessly expensive and tried to 
build up an iron industry w hero nature 
never intended it should be. 


The iron men of Alabama havo put 


their furnaces on tho ground where the 
iron ore, coal and liino arc. With the 
mild climalo of Alabama the result is 
that in this state pig iron is made more 
cheaply llian anywhere else in tho Union. 


Tliero aro now in Alabama twenty-four 


blast furnaces. 
Nine more, are building. 


Most of tho furnaces arc gathered about 
the town of Birmingham as a center. 
Seven railroads already pass through this 
place, and two more aro nearly com- 
pleted. 


Since tho iron industry began in Ala- 


bama none of her furnaces have ever 
bhut down, except for repairs. Another 
iron town is Bessemer, in northern Ala- 
bama. 
In September, 1888, it was in- 


cor]>orated, and now has a population of 
4,000. Tho town is only two years old 
this April, yet it now has tho largest roll- 
ing mill intheBoulli. It contains already 
two largo blast furnaces, with five more 
in process of erection. The firms en- 
gaged in Hie iron industry arc largely 
men of southern birth. They look con- 
fidently forward to the time when they 
will load the country in iron products.

A peculiar thing 
about it i, that tuo skins from which it is 
tanned arc procured utmost entirely in Amer- 
ica. It is n peculiar kind of buckskin. The 
skin of tho common rod or Virginia deer will 
not make tae leather, a species of tho animal 
known as tho gray deer, and found on'y in 
tho vicinity of tho great northern lakes, 11, -:io 
furnishing the material. The (ionium tan- 
ners have an agency in Dotroit which co'.Iix'is 
the skins ut this Uoer from tho Indian mid 
half breed hunters, who supply tho market. 
Tho uuntei s are paid an average prico oj 
about-'0 ti uLs a pound for tho gresa cluiu 
U'lien tho s cms aro returned to this cauutrv 
as piano leather they cost tho piano maau'V-j- 
turer from .515 to HIS a pound. Tho world'., 
supply of t.iis invaluablo and neces.-ary ma- 
terial is supplied by tho Kretzphmar fiLuly 
of tanners, who havo six establishments l"i 
Gormany, tho largest and bort r.t Gsrj U 
Tliunugio."—*>evr York Sun.

Hannah Snell flour- 
ished in tho reign of George 11. Her grand- 
father was a soldier who fought with Marl- 
borough nt Malplaquct; R!IO married early, 
her husband being a Dutch sailor who mal- 
treated and deserted her, leaving her with a 
baby, whfch died, whereupon Hannah appro- 
priated a suit of her brother-in-law's clothes 
and, 
assuming his name, which was Thomas 


Orny, tramped to Coventry, whcro slio on- 
ii><t<'d in Gou. Cluiso'sregiment. 


After a while slio deserted, but subsequent- 


ly ic-enlistud in tho navy as a marine, iu 
winch capacity tho served in tho East and 
West Indies. From her dexterity in washing 
and mending for the men, anil from her being 
In-aidless, shoanpnred tho nicknnmcof "Miss 
Molly;" but her bravery in action eventually 
caused her to ho invisud with the more hon- 
orable cognomen of "Ueoj-ty Jenny " Being 
nt lastdischaigcd from tho Rer\ ice, nnmmli

much applause at tho Uoyalty theatre, Well- 
mso si]iiuro, as Hill t'obstay, a sailor, and 
as Firelock, a greiiad'nr.

oilier tribulations, 500 


lashes that she got lit liie halberts at Carlisle, 
and an nlm.ist equally bin barous scourging 
at tho gangway on board ship—tho govern 
in.-lit awarded Hannah a pension of £-'0 n 
iear, <in tlio strength of which sho took a 
public house m 
V\ npping, with tho appro- 


priate si.jn of "Tho \Vnlo\v in Masquerade; 
or, the Femalo Warrior." 


Another female warrior, whoso carper was 


even more remarkable than that of Hannah 
Knell, was Mary Ann 'IViIbot, better Known 
as John Taj lor, whose extraordinary advent- 
ures aro said to havo furnished tlio thomo for 
tho popular ballad of "Billy Taylor." Mary 
Aim, who »as born in 1778, is supposed to 
have been the youngest of the sixteen illegiti- 
mate children of liord Talbot. Sho seems to 
have run away from school with n military 
•Ulcer named C.ipt. Diivven, whom she fol- 
lowed to tho West Indies in male attire as a 
soldm-'a servant 
Afterward she enlisted as 


a drummer, in which capacity sho served 
u ith tho Duke of York's army in Flanders, 
ami at the siego of Valenciennes she received 
two wounds, which sho carefully concealed, 
em ing herself with tho aid of lint, basilicon 
and Dutch drops. 


Then Mary Aim deserted, put on tho dress 


ota sailor and entered on board a French 
privateer, uhich was soon afterward cap- 
tured by tho British licet. 
Sho was badly 


wounded in the leg by a grnpo shot in 
U'tnui, but on nor discharge from hospital 
at 1'ort.smouth sho joined another man-of- 
war, vi inch was taken by n French ship, and 
tho undaunted Mary Ann lay for many 
mouths a prisoner of war at Dunkirk. Then 
sho turned up m tlio United States, and, re- 
turning to England, went through many 
ithor adventures. Sho scorns to havo got into 
very low water, so much so at one period as 
;o have contemplated joining Ilainos, a no- 
onous highwayman, in his excursions on 
Uounslow Heath. Fortunately, sho stopped 
short after buying a 
pair of buckskin 


breeches mid 11 brnco of pistols and declined 
to cuter into the perilous partnership with

She, too, went on the stage, nor
